
Nearly all residents of California have 
been warned of “The Big One,” a large 
magnitude earthquake that would almost 
certainly create numerous personal safety 
issues in California. However, according 
to the Public Policy Institute of California, 
“only one in three Californians (33%) say 
they are knowledgeable” about preparing 
for earthquakes. In regards to this, the 
Monterey Park Community Participation 
Commission worked with the Monterey 
Park Fire Department to host an Earthquake 
Safety and Preparedness Day at Fire Station 
61 on January 14. 

The event consisted of five different 
stations, in which firefighters and 
emergency responders taught community 
participants how to perform basic First Aid, 
sidewalk CPR, how to turn off utilities, use 
a fire extinguisher and how to recognize 
unsafe and unstable buildings. Monterey 
Park Fire Chief Scott Haberle said, “It is 
important for people to learn about fire 
prevention, smoke detectors, how to shut 
off utilities and use the fire extinguisher. 
It is part of our mission to communicate 
and educate the community and work hard 
towards preparedness.” 

Andrew Yam, Youth Commissioner with 
the Community Participation Commission 
and senior at Mark Keppel High School, took 
the lead with organizing the event, working 
closely with Recreation Superintendent 
Robert Aguirre, other members of the 
Commission and with Monterey Park Fire 
Captain Matt Hallock, who is also in charge 
of disaster preparedness for the city.

Fire Explorers were on hand to help with 
the event, along with over 30 volunteers, 
many of whom are students from local 
schools. The Gas Company and Southern 
California Edison also participated to hand 
out information and answer questions 
from the public. An integral part of the day 
was the CERT (Community Emergency 
Response Team) promotional booth. 
CERT is a free four-week training program 
offered by the fire department to residents 
interested in gaining disaster response skills 
and in-depth training and knowledge for 
emergency preparedness.  Individuals who 
complete the program become members of 
the city’s CERT program.

“Both my parents participated in the 
Community Emergency Response Team 

training. It made me think about how 
some of the skills taught in the program 
can be vital towards saving a life,” Yam 
said. “When an earthquake or large scale 
disaster occurs, the emergency responders 
will have their hands full taking care of 
the most critically wounded or severely 
impacted areas. That is why this training 
is so important - so that those in the 
community, who are not incapacitated 
during an emergency, can learn how to 
take care of themselves, their families, and 
their neighbors.”

Measure LL, a special tax to support the 
Monterey Park Bruggemeyer Library, is on 
the March 7, 2017 city municipal ballot for 
approval by voters. If adopted by voters, 
Measure LL would replace an existing special 
tax called Measure C that voters approved 
for funding the Bruggemeyer Library (via 
Measure C on the April 14, 1998 ballot). That 
special tax will expire on June 30, 2018. .

Revenue generated from this special tax 
can only be used for the following purposes: 
•	Expanding library service hours. 
•	Increasing technology services. 
•	Acquiring books and materials. 
•	Improving the library facility and 

infrastructure via capital improvement 
projects. 

• Funding maintenance and operating costs 
for the above library services, equipment, 
and infrastructure. 

Measure LL would impose an annual 
special tax as follows: 
•	$25 on each single-family residential 

dwelling unit or each dwelling unit in a 
residential condominium project. 

•	$50 on each parcel improved with two 
residential units, which is not a condominium 
project. 

•	$75 on each parcel improved with three 
or more residential units, which is not a 
condominium project. 

•	$75 on each parcel improvement with a 
nonresidential building. 

These tax rates are the same as originally 
approved by voters in 1998. It is estimated that 
the special tax will generate annual revenue 
of $500,000. Tax revenue cannot be used for 
any other purpose. The special tax imposed by 
Measure LL would expire on July 1, 2037. 

To be adopted, Measure LL must be 
approved by a 2/3 majority of the voters in 
the city of Monterey Park. A “yes” vote on 
Measure LL favors the Measure. A “no” vote 
on Measure LL opposes the Measure.

It’s best to store them 
in a cool, dark place, for up to two weeks. 
Make sure to check the skins as soft spots, 
sprouting or mold on the skin are signs the 
sweet potato is rotting.

Effective January 1, 2017, 
California’s hands-free law prohibits 
a person from driving a motor vehicle 
while holding and operating a cell phone.

These are all illegal activities while 
holding and operating a cell phone:
•	Using your cell phone to GPS, or for 

any other feature or function while 
driving.

•	Using the speaker function of your cell 
phone while driving.

It is also illegal to have your cell phone 
in your hands, or hand, while driving, 
and do any of the following:
•	Activate or deactivate a feature or 

function.
•	Swipe or tap the screen.
•	Write, send or read text-based 

communication.

It is legal to use your cell phone in your 
hand while driving only to call 9-1-1; or 
if it is affixed in a location that does not 

obstruct the driver’s clear view or interfere 
with the deployment of the air bag.  

Correct and legal locations for 
mounting cell phone to windshield: 
five inch square area on left-bottom 
corner of windshield (driver side); and 
seven inch square area on right-bottom 
corner of windshield (passenger 
side). Other options include: use of a 
mounting device that clamps onto the 
vent; or a double-sided clamp device 
that can be attached near the console 
of the vehicle.

And once the cell phone is properly 
mounted within the vehicle, it is only 
legal to use if the driver uses his/her 
hand to activate or deactivate a feature 
or function of the device with the 
motion of a single swipe or tap of the 
driver’s finger.

The charm of Monterey Park’s historic El Encanto 
building has weathered the years since the turbulent 20s quite 
well. This account takes us back to June 17, 1928, when Peter 
Snyder, a Greek immigrant who had prospered in California 
real estate, opened the Midwick View Estates Development 
in Monterey Park with a Hollywood splash. Thousands of 
people came to see glamorous celebrities, Old California 
dancers, the Spanish tiled sparkling cascades, and to hear 
visiting dignitaries.

El Encanto has been owned by several private 
homeowners over the years and has functioned in a variety of 
ways, serving as the Oneonta Military Academy, a wedding 
chapel, and a busy USO Center during World War II. The 
World Book Encyclopedia describes the USO or United 
Service Organization, as a civilian non-profit organization 
that provides assistance to men and women in the United 
States armed forces and their families. USO provides informal 
education and information about foreign cultures, recreational 
activities, shows, travel assistance and other programs and 
services. More than 40,000 volunteers throughout the world 
assist a small professional staff to conduct the USO programs. 
USO is a congressionally chartered organization that receives 
its funding from individual donations and corporate gifts, and 
from United Way of America. The USO was founded in 1941.

Life magazine expanded on the role of the USO with 
the following, “In wartime all traditional methods by which 
boys meet girls break down when the men leave home for 
strange new places. USO has no substitute for the leisurely 

matchmaking of peacetime. But it does its best to arrange 
attractive feminine companionship for the men in their 
new surroundings. Girls who attend service-club events 
are carefully selected by USO directors. Their duties as 
volunteers include tasks such as clerk, typist and waitress. 
They mend socks, sew on rank insignia and write letters 
home for soldiers. Always they are friends and companions 
for soldiers far from home.”

On March 4, 1942 El Encanto was dedicated to the use 
of servicemen during an Open House and patriotic program 
conducted by the USO. Participating in the parade were the 
Monterey Park Drum and Bugle Corps, Garvey Chamber of 
Commerce band, Monterey Park Girls Drill Team, Richard 
L. Luy Post #397 American Legion and Auxiliary, Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. F.F. Gulano, Monterey Park USO Chairman, was the 
principal speaker during the dedication.

In Monterey Park, dances were often held at El Encanto. 
Marie Marcus, who grew up in Monterey Park, recalled that 
her mother, Irene Ostler, worked there as a cook. “She fed 
hundreds and hundreds of soldiers,” Marcus said. “They had 
beds in there to sleep, also.” 

Jardin del Encanto was purchased by the city in 1988 
and remodeled in order to serve as this city’s Chamber of 
Commerce. On November 13, 1988 the property was placed 
on the State of California Register of Historical Resources by 
the State Historical Resources Commission, California State 

Parks Office of Historic Preservation. A plaque can be read at 
the Cascades waterfall. 

Peter Snyder originally placed a statue of Athena, Greek 
Goddess of Wisdom and War, in the alcove at the top of the 
Cascades waterfall. Athena disappeared during the middle 
years of the 20th century. A photograph taken in 1945 reveals 
an empty alcove. About a dozen years ago, two Historical 
Society members decided that Athena should be returned 
to her rightful place overlooking the Cascades. Mary Duce 
and Chuck Carter were motivated to act when the Olympic 
Games were held in Athens, Greece in August of 2004. 
They undertook a fund-raising campaign, ordered a new 
Athena statue and the dedication ceremony for Athena was 
celebrated in July of 2005. This time Chuck Carter made 
certain that Athena was securely fastened in the alcove so that 
she wouldn’t “wander away” a second time. We are grateful 
to Chuck, Mary and all those who contributed to the return of 
Athena to Cascades Park. 

In 2016, a centennial coin was minted to celebrate 
Monterey Park’s landmark 100th birthday. Prominently 
featured on the coin is Cascades Park with Athena gazing 
upon our fair city’s hills and valleys.

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Dental occlusion or “your 
bite” could be defined 
as contact between the 
top and bottom teeth 
when closing the mouth. 
Correction of the bite 
through orthodontic and 
other treatments leads 
to better dental health. 
It’s been known in the 
field of occlusion that 
malocclusion (bad bite) 
may be associated with 
neck, back and other 
postural problems.  Lately, 
two new studies appear 
to further confirm this 
clinical hypothesis. 

Two new studies, carried out in collaboration between the 
Department of Physiology at the University of Barcelona 
(Spain) and the University of Innsbruck (Austria), indicate a 
connection between bad bite and poor posture.  

"When there is a malocclusion, it is classified according to 
scientifically established criteria. What is relevant in the 
study is that malocclusions have also been associated with 
different motor and physiological alterations," explains Sonia 
Julià-Sánchez to Sinc, the main author of the studies and a 
researcher at the Catalan University.

Both studies, whose results have been published in Motor 
Control and Neuroscience Letters, provide conclusive data 
which show that postural control is improved -both in static 
and dynamic equilibrium- when different malocclusions are 
corrected by positioning the jaw in a neutral position.

It has been known that athletic performance can be enhanced 
through bite guards as well as other means of bite correction. 
These studies further emphasize the role occlusion plays in 
the prevention of injuries such as sprains, strains and fractures 
caused by unexpected instability as fatigue increases and 
motor control capacity decreases.

"Therefore, it would be helpful for both the general population 
and athletes to consider correcting dental occlusions to 
improve postural control and thus prevent possible falls and 
instability due to a lack of motor system response," adds Julià-
Sánchez.

"Postural control is the result of a complex system that 
includes different sensory and motor elements arising from 
visual, somatosensory and vestibular information," explains 
the expert.

Dr. Julià-Sánchez explains neurophysiological aspects of 
the phenomenon.  There is a reciprocal influence between 
the trigeminal nerve and the vestibular nucleus  which are 
responsible for the masticatory function and balance control, 
respectively  as well as between the muscles of mastication 
and of the neck.

This influence would explain why dental malocclusions 
negatively affect postural control. Up until now, however, 
there was no conclusive research.

"The main problem stems from the fact that the majority of 
these studies had statically assessed balance under conditions 
of total stability, which in practice has little actual application 
in the control of posture while in action," points out Julià-
Sánchez.
The first study took into account the type of dental occlusion 
as well as whether there had been previous orthodontic 
treatment. The results showed that alterations in alignment of 
the teeth were related to poorer control of static balance.

The second study assessed the type of dental occlusion, control 
of posture and physical fatigue in order to analyze a possible 
relationship among these factors. The analysis demonstrated 
that balance improved when malocclusions were corrected, 
and that the latter had a greater impact on postural control 
when subjects were fatigued than when they were rested.

The take home lesson from these studies is that, no matter 
what age or occupation, malocclusion should be corrected.  
This could at the least prevent falls and accidents. 
So see your dentist regularly and ask about your “bite.”

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As we welcome the return of spring this 
month, there are some interesting changes 
happening in the night sky. The planet Venus, 
which has been prominent in the southwest 
just after sunset all winter long, continues her 
fast decent towards the Sun. By mid month, 
she will no longer be visible in our evening 
skies and by month’s end, Venus will be on 
the other side of the Sun, appearing as The 
Morning Star in our eastern, pre-dawn skies. 
Mars, The God of War, is following Venus, 
though obviously taking his time. By month’s 
end, Mars will still be barely visible very low 
in the west just after sunset, but will drop 
quickly below the horizon as Earth continues 
her daily rotation, carrying us away from the 
light of the Sun.

As we bid Venus a temporary farewell 
from our evening skies, we welcome the 
return of the planet Jupiter. Visible just 
above the eastern horizon around 10:00 p.m., 
Jupiter is the fourth brightest object in the 
sky after the Sun, Moon and Venus. Jupiter 
is interesting for many reasons. First of 
all, it’s a giant ball of gas - there’s no hard 
surface on which to land anything. Secondly, 
it’s massive. Almost eleven “side by side” 
Earth’s would span Jupiter’s equator. Thirdly, 
at its closest point, Jupiter is roughly 365 
million miles away from Earth. How far is 
365 million miles? Here’s one way to grasp 
such an abstract distance: when you look at 
Jupiter, you are seeing it as it was roughly 
33 minutes ago, since that’s how long it took 
the light from Jupiter to reach your eye. On 
the evening of the 14th, look for Jupiter just 
above and to the right of the moon, both low 
in the east around 10:30 p.m. and gradually 
climbing higher as the night continues.

Speaking of the Moon, this month’s 
full moon, the Full Worm Moon, is on the 
12th, technically at 7:54 a.m. The name Full 
Worm Moon is due to the time of year when 
ancient people and tribes noticed the ground 
beginning to soften and earthworm casts 
reappearing, thereby inviting the return of the 
red breasted robins, which means spring!     

And speaking of spring, the Vernal 
Equinox happens this month. On March 

20th at 3:21 a.m., we herald the official 
return of spring in the Northern Hemisphere. 
The word equinox is Latin for equal night. 
This is what’s happening, the Sun’s path in 
the sky has been moving northward since 
the Winter Solstice (December 21st) and 
on the 20th of this month, the Sun will rise 
due east, set due west and as a result, we’ll 
receive equal amounts of day and night - 
about 12 hours of each. From this point until 
June 21st, the Sun’s path in the sky keeps 
moving northward and the length of daylight 
continues to increase, as the amount of night 
continues to decrease.

In last month’s article, I promised a few 
words about the planet Saturn, so… Saturn, 
like Jupiter, is a giant ball of gas, but this one 
is known for its amazing and beautiful ring 
system. And if you thought Jupiter was far, 
Saturn is more than twice as far - roughly 840 
million miles away at its closest point to us 
(Remember, we’re all traveling around the 
Sun at different speeds, in different orbits.), 
which is why it looks so small and nondescript 
to us here on Earth. In terms of light distance, 
when you see Saturn in the sky, the light from 
it took about an hour and forty five minutes to 
reach your eye! Saturn rises around 3:30 a.m. 
this month, so I’ll write more about it in the 
coming issues, as it slowly makes its way into 
our mid to late evening skies.

Until then, don’t forget to set your clocks 
forward one hour on Sunday, March 12. Oh, 
and show your kids the planets! The info in 
these articles can help, and the experience 
they get from you will stay with them forever. 
Keep looking up!

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Last week, San Gabriel High School in collaboration with the Alhambra Fire department 
celebrated the school’s CERT Program graduation.  This program is based around students 
working both in the classroom and in conjunction with the local fire department to develop 
specific skills and gain basic knowledge about disasters and how the impact the community 
through hands on training. Some specific skills learned in this program are basic fire 
suppression strategies, techniques for opening airways, controlling bleeding, treating shock, 
CPR, First Aid and the searching/rescuing of victims in emergency conditions. 

Following weeks of training, the CERT students had their final evaluation and graduation 
ceremony at the Alhambra Fire Training Center. The event began with an opening presentation 
by Assistant Chief Raymond Mosack to visiting AUSD administrators about the program 
and the challenges students faced during their training. Attendees were shown a brief video 
documenting the type of training students underwent and the day-to-day interactions with the 
firefighters.

It was then time for the CERT students to perform their final assessment, which included 
a series of challenging tasks aimed at testing their teamwork, leadership and decision making 
skills. One of the tasks was to put out a small fire. Students entered the building, accessed the 
situation, and relied on their training to safely eliminate the fire using a fire extinguisher. The 
next challenge was to remove a heavy object off of a dummy. Students quickly realized they 
could not lift the object, so they devised a plan to remove the object using wooden blocks to 
leverage the object off the victim. This task required students to display a great deal of timely 
critical thinking skills in the midst of crisis. 

After the flawless display of skill by the students, the day concluded with a graduation 
ceremony to honor the work and dedication of each CERT program participant. CERT teacher 
Kathleen Loggings presented each student with certificates signifying completion of the 
course. CERT instructor Mrs. Kathleen Loggins and Career Tech Coordinator Judy Huffaker 
were also honored for their role in the CERT program success. Both the fire department and 
SGHS hope that students take their experiences and apply them to real life situations and 
possibly careers in the fire service, emergency management and emergency medical services. 

Mark Keppel's Zero Robotics Club team's alliance, the Keppler Hubble Heroes, recently 
placed 6th out of 28 alliances in the International Zero Robotics competition. Zero Robotics 
is an annual international programming competition in which schools from around the world 
compete in writing code for satellites called SPHERES. The teams then form alliances with 
other groups and the highest-ranking alliances are granted the honor of having their codes 
transmitted to the International Space Station (ISS) where their codes are run on the actual 
physical SPHERES. The competition is divided into four phases: the 2D phase, the 3D phase, 
the Alliance phase, and the ISS Final/Virtual Final, with the Virtual finals being open to teams 
that do not make it to the ISS finals. The objective of this year's competition was to program 
the SPHERES to dock with virtual items scattered throughout the game space and place them 
in an assembly zone, the location of which can only be determined through the placement of 
satellite positioning systems. Items placed in a team's designated zone generate points for that 
team and the team with the highest score at the end of the three-minute round wins. 

MKHS Robotics places 13th out of 144 with its alliances being Team Hubble from Italy 
and Team heRObotics from Romania. Due to this success, the club qualified to move on to 
the ISS Final where the code was transmitted to and run on the International Space Station. 
This was only possible through the hard work and dedication of our most active members 
Douglas Chin, Kevin Kuramoto, Bonnie Woo, Mohamad Elmossawi and Raymond Tran, 
who spent countless hours perfecting their work in an effort to uphold MKHS’ Robotics 
prestigious reputation.

Estas son actividades ilegales mientras sostiene 
y opera un teléfono celular: 
• Usar el GPS de su teléfono celular o usar 

cualquier otra función mientras maneja. 
• Usar la función de altavoz de su teléfono 

celular mientras maneja. 

También es ilegal tener su teléfono celular en 
sus manos, o mano, mientras maneja, y haga 
cualquiera de lo siguiente: 
• Activar o desactivar una función u operación. 
• Deslizar o tocar ligeramente la pantalla. 
• Escribir, enviar o leer comunicaciones en texto. 

Es legal usar su teléfono celular en su mano 
mientras maneja solo para llamar al 9-1-1; o si 
está sujetado en un lugar que no obstruya la 
visión clara del conductor o interfiera con el 
despliegue de la bolsa de aire. 

Lugares correctos y legales para montar el 
teléfono celular al parabrisas: área cuadrada 
de cinco pulgadas en la esquina inferior 
izquierda del parabrisas (lado del conductor); 
y área cuadrada de siete pulgadas en la 
esquina inferior derecha del parabrisas (lado 

del pasajero).  Otras opciones incluyen: el 
uso de un aparato de montaje que se sujeta a 
la ventilación; o de una abrazadera de doble 
cara que se pueda conectar cerca del tablero de 
control del vehículo. 

Y una vez que el teléfono celular está 
montado correctamente dentro del vehículo, 
sólo es legal el usarlo si el conductor usa su 
mano para activar o desactivar una función u 
operación del aparato con el movimiento de un 
solo golpe o toque de su dedo.

•	 $50 en cada parcela mejorada con dos 
unidades residenciales, que no es un 
proyecto de condominio. 

•	 $75 en cada parcela mejorada con tres o 
más unidades residenciales, que no es un 
proyecto de condominio. 

•	 $75 en cada mejoramiento de parcela con un 
edificio no residencial. 

Estas tarifas de impuestos son las mismas que 
originalmente fueron aprobadas por los electores en 
1998.  Se estima que el impuesto especial generará 
$500,000 de ingresos anuales.  Los ingresos de 
impuestos no pueden ser utilizados para cualquier 
otro propósito.  El impuesto especial impuesto por 
la Medida LL expiraría el 1ro de Julio del 2037. 

Para ser adoptada, la Medida LL, debe de ser 
aprobada por una mayoría de 2/3 de los electores 
en la ciudad de Monterey Park.  Un voto “sí” en 
la Medida LL favorece a la Medida.  Un voto 
“no” en la Medida LL se opone a la Medida.
